City Council candidates have only one more day to file for a place on the 
April 2 ballot. 
City offices will be closed Wednesday, but a notice will be posted to tell 
candidates where they can file. The deadline is midnight tomorrow. 
A candidate must submit a petition of 25 registered voters to the City 
Secretary when filing. City Councilmen must be residents of Plano for at 
least six months prior to the election, own real property in the city limits, 
be a qualified voter and be without city debts. 
As of press time, only one seat—Place I—is uncontested. Only the in­ 
cumbent Jack Hatchell has filed. Phillip C. Garcia Jr. filed for Place 3 
Monday. He will be running against incumbent Louise Sherrill. 
In Place 5, Cecil Grattafiori Jr., Jack Harvard and Warner Richeson 
have filed. 
Absentee balloting begins on March 14 and continues through March 29. 


Briscoe Picks 
219th Judge 


Gov. Dolph Briscoe announced 
yesterday that John L. McCraw Jr. of 
McKinney has been appointed as 
judge of the newly established 219th 
District Court of Collin County. 
The Omnibus Courts Bill, signed 
into law Feb. 16 by the governor, 
provided for the addition of the full 
court to replace the 59th District Court 
which was being shared by Collin and 
Grayson Counties. 
The 59th will now cover Grayson 
exclusively and the new 219th will join 
Judge Tom Ryan’s 199th District 
Court on Apr. I in handling cases for 
Collin County. 
Born in Farm ersville on Oct. 24, 
1939, McCraw has been an attorney in 
private practice in McKinney for the 
past IO years. From 1968-70 he served 
as City Attorney for Plano and was 
also a city attorney in Farmersville 
for IO years. 
McCraw graduated from F a r­ 


mersville High School in 1957 and 
from Texas Christian University in 
Ft. Worth in 1961. He received his law 
degree from Southern Methodist 
University in 1964 and was a U.S. 
Army captain for two years following 
his law school tenure. 
A former president of the County 
Bar Assn., the new district judge is a 
member of the North Texas Bar Assn. 
(of which he is chairman of the 
grievance committee), 
the Texas 
Civil Judicial Council and the First 
Christian Church of McKinney. 
He and his wife Chrlotte and their 
four children reside at 708 N. Waddell 
in McKinney. 
“ We have roughly 110,000 people in 
Collin County and the new court will 
speed up the administration of justice 
here,” McCraw noted. “ Judge Ryan 
has done a good job but he has had his 
hands full, so maybe this will take 
some of the load off him.”

Sheriff Burton Gets High Speed Teletype

The Collin County Sheriff’s Dept, 
will no longer be “ at the mercy of the 
McKinney Police Dept.” when it 
comes to the need for a high speed 
teletype computer system. 
After a brief request by Sheriff 
Jerry Burton, County Commissioners 
agreed yesterday morning to accept 
an 85 percent Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration (LEAA) 
grant to purchase an ICC Com­ 
munications term inal and other 
operating equipment for the Sheriff’s 
Dept. 
Sheriff’s personnel have been 
sharing the McKinney Police Dept, 
terminal up until now. The computer 
system provides information on prior 
arrests and additional warrants for 
arrested persons along with data on 
stolen vehicles. 
“ We handle calls for all the towns in 
the county but Plano, McKinney and 
Frisco,” noted Sheriff Burton. “ When 
they call us, we are at the mercy of the 
McKinney Police Dept, (to return the 
computer information).” 
Although McKinney police have 
been cooperative, the Sheriff said, “ if 
anyone should have their own ter­ 
minal, we should.” 
Providing the system for the county 
will cost more than $10,000, but only 
$1546 will be absorbed by county 
moneys. The LEAA grant will provide 
$8761. 
Burton explained that line mileage 
and supplies for the system are not 
covered by the grant and should 
amount to between $600 and $1100 per 
year. 
Commissioner Chuck Frisk moved 
that the request be approved and that 
money for the project be taken out of 
anti-recession funds. 
In other action at the Monday 
meeting, a tax refund in the amount of 
$2273.99 was given to the Blue Ridge 
Rural High School District. 
The 
partial refund covered overpayments 
during the years 1969-75. 
The Blue Ridge superintendent had 
submitted a request for $2263.79, but 
the county tax assessor-collector’s 
office had re-checked his figures and 
discovered an additional $10.20 which 
should be refunded. 
“ The (tax) office just flat over­ 
charged them—sometimes by one 
percentage 
and 
som etim es 
by 
another,” said Commissioner Frisk. 


“ We don’t have any choice but to 
pay.” 
He then asked that the court ap­

Eubanks requested that

“ It costs us more in postage than 
what we collect,” he explained. “ It 
isn’t worth it.” 
Tax refunds were also awarded to 
Beckett and Raifsneder Inc. in the 
amount of $104.71 and to Alvin C. King 
for $11.68. 
Geophysical Service Inc. will soon 
begin searching for oil and gas in the 
county following a bond approval for 
its operation by the Commissioners. 
A subsidiary of Texas Instruments, 
Geophysical Service Inc. will work on 
county right-of-ways for about 137 
miles within the county. The $200,000 
bond insures any possible damage 
which might result from the oil and 
gas search.

But Agents Keep On Hunting

Customs Agent Ken Wright 
swung the Ramcharger in a 
tight turn, skidding slightly 
in the sand and gravel, and 
pointed the headlights at a 
two-foot-tall pyramid of fist­ 
sized, 
w atersm oothed 
stones. 
“ They 
even 
make 
a 
marker to show where to 
cross.” Wright said. 
But a marker isn t really 
necessary. For most of the 
107 miles the river twists and 
turns along the boundaries of 
Big Bend National Park, the 
Rio Grande is less than waist 
deep, usually reaching only 
slightly above the ankles.

smuggling point,” said Capt. 
Wayne Winn Jr., veteran of 
less than one year in the 
sprawling, isolated park. 
Winn, heading a team of

The 
trick is hitting the right 
place at the right time — and 
prior planning. 
A few minutes later, 
Wright swung the vehicle off 
the unpaved road, shining 
his flashlight into the sand on 
the left shoulder 
“Someone’s been through 
here," he said, nodding with 


his head toward a narrow 
path that wound toward the 
river. 
Hours before the check. 
Wright made a set of tracks 
with the Customs Service’s 
four-wheel drive vehicle 
parallel to the road along the 
shoulder at a spot where the 
path runs alongside the road. 
Therefore, any tracks 
crossing W right’s at an 
angle had to have been made 
in the last few hours and 
could have been made only 
by someone intent on using 
the path to get to the river. 
“Tliey could have been 
made by a tourist,” Wright 
said, but he didn’t sound like 
he really believed it.

tivities of Cuba which is only 
90 miles from our shores. 
The 
Soviet

“To turn the Canal over 
lock, stock and barrel to the 
Panamanian 
government, 
with its history of instability 
and recent gestures of

park and, since it was well 
after bedtime for park 
residents, the chances were 
slim the crossing tracks 
were made by someone 
on 
a legitimate errand.

the two officers 
decided not to follow the path 
to the river. Hie chances 
were great they would find 
only an empty bank at the 
end of the trail. 
Winn and Wright drive 150- 
200 miles a night, usually 
between IO p.m. and dawn, 
searching for smugglers. 
They are aided by elec­ 
tronic devices, such as war 
surplus “ people sniffers” 
used to detect movement 
through the jungles 
of 
Vietnam 
The devices, about the size 
of a packet of pipe tobacco, 
work like a seismograph and 
set 
off a 
signal 
when 
pressure on the ground 
nearby sets up vibrations. 
They are proving about as 
successful along the Rio 
Grande as they were along 
the Ho Chi Minh trail Since 
they are non-selective and 
animals can set them off as 
well as smugglers, “we get a 
lot of jackrabbits,” Winn 
said. 
Mainly, it is a game of wits 
between the agents and the 
smugglers, each intent on 
accomplishing his purpose. 
“Whole families have been 
doing it (smuggling) 
for 
generations,” said 
Col. 
Lawrence W. Perry, will 
head a Customs office in 
Presidio when it opens 
sometime this spring. 
“During prohibition it was 
whiskey; then gold and now 
grass,” he said.

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Otis Birdsong: 


Houston Player Recognized 
As SWC’s Finest Cager

HOUSTON (UPI) - Otis 
Birdsong appears to stand as 
the 
only 
roadblock 
in 
Arkansas’ path to the NCAA 
payoffs, but the unassuming 
University of Houston guard 
would not agree. 
“Aw,” he’d say — if he 
spoke at all. 
It’s not that “Bird” con­ 
sciously tries to shed the 
pressure. Modesty is still his 
nature. 
Every individual scoring 
page of the 
Southwest 
Conference record book will 
have to be revised in the 
wake of the 6-3 glider from 
Winter Haven, Fla. But 
Birdsong remains hard­ 
headed enough to think that 
all those records do not 
mean one extra step on the 
court. 
As he neared the possible 
culmination of a four-year 
college career with the SWC 
post-season tournament this 
week, here is what others 
were saying about him. 


North 
Carolina 
coach 
Dean Smith: “We could not 
stop 
Birdsong 
from 
penetrating our defense.” 
“If I could coach the things 
Birdsong 
does,” 
said 
Houston coach Guy Lewis, 
“I would have started with 
my own sons.” 
Texas coach Abe Lemons 
said, “(To stop Birdsong) 
you’d have to put a 24-hour 
guard on him, and I’m not 
sure that’d work.” 
“In a tense situation,” said 
teammate Mike Schultz, “he 
is so damn calm you wonder 
what keeps him going.” 
According to assistant 
Houston coach Harvey Pate, 
Birdsong thinks basketball is 
a game. 
“Imagine, a guy getting 
his teammates together 
when the blood is running 
high and telling them they 
are playing a game. That's 
all. That’s what he tells 
them,” said Pate. 
It was Pate who in Decem­ 
ber, 1973, recruited Bird­ 
song, the second youngest in 


a family of 12 children. 
“I was at this Christmas 
tournament in Orlando to see 
this guy from Lake Worth,” 
he said. “The ball goes up in 
the air, they make about two 
trips down the court, and I 
raised up off the bench and 
said, ‘Wait a minute. I’m 
watching the wrong guy.’ I 
knew right then I was seeing 
something I hadn’t seen in 
years.”

WUl Pele Really Retire?

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
team that holds the contract 
of the most famous athlete in 
the world today — and the 
highest paid 
and 
most 
idolized as well — would give 
anything to get him to sign 
another one, but Edson 
Arantes do Nascimento, 
known to all his friends as 
Pele, says no. 
This time it looks as if he 
means it, too, although he 
did retire once before and 
was only coaxed into playing 
again because people at 
Warner 
Communications, 
Inc., the company which 
owns the New York Cosmos, 
came to him and convinced 
him he probably was the 
only man on earth with any 
chance of helping soccer to 
become established in the 
United States. 
Along 
with 
all 
this 
fascinating 
information, 
they also brought along 
another 
not 
altogether 
unimportant 
ingredient, 
money, and you could say 
that also had something to do 
with Pele’s coming out of 
retirement. 
Back in October of 1974, 
Pele felt he had played 
enough soccer. He was 34, he 
had enough money to last 
him the rest of his life and he 
announced he was retiring. 
He was given a memorable 
ovation at the Vila Belmiro 
Stadium in Santos, Brazil, 
and everybody was pretty 
much convinced this was the 
end. 
Along came an offer, 
however, which Pele said 
amounted to “the sky, the 


earth ana me stars, and he 
wasn’t far off. 
The first proposition the 
Cosmos put to Pele was a 
three-year contract for $4.5 
million but he didn’t go for 
that one. 
“Ifs not worth it,” he said. 
“I consulted a tax specialist 
and he told me that after I 
finished paying my taxes in 
the United States and Brazil, 
I 
would 
be 
left 
with 
somewhere between $1.2 
million and $500,000.” 
Pele was so important to 
the Cosmos, to the North 
American Soccer League 
and to soccer generally in 
the United States, they 
decided to sweeten the pot. 
They told Pele they would 
give him $4.75 million and 
also would pay his taxes, 
which could come to as much 
as another $2.25 million. 
Now that was “the sky, the 
earth and the stars” Pele 
was talking about, and for 
that, he not only came to this 
country bul 
exceeded all 
expectations the Cosmos 
ever had for him in the two 
years he has played with 
them. 
Even at 36, Pele still 
performed so superbly last 
season that he was named 
the league's Most Valuable 
Player. He scored 26 goals in 
22 regular season games and 
set a league record with 18 
assists. Pele now has 1,258 
goals in the 1,321 games he 
has played during his 22- 
year career and this coming 
season, he says, absolutely 
will be his last. 
Those closest to him say he 
means it and nothing will 
change his mind again this 
time, money, blandishments 


or anything else. Soccer is a 
good part of Pele’s life, but 
three things mean more to 
him and they are his wife, 
Rosemary, and his two 
children. 
He and Jim Trecker, the 
Cosmos’ PR director, made 
a tour last year that took 
them to such cities as San 
Diego, 
Portland, 
Min­ 
n e a p o l i s , 
C h i c a g o , 
Cleveland, Boston, Miami 
and Tampa, to name only a 
few, and it was only natural 
that some of the same 
questions came up over and 
over again. No matter how 
often he’d be asked the same 
thing, though, Pele never 
once gave a short answer. 
“How much longer do you 
intend to play?” was the 
question asked most. 
“I will play for one more 
year,” he always answered 
“It is better to retire when 
the people still ask you to 
stay then when they want 
you to get out.” 
“What has been your 
biggest thrill?” 
"To meet the Pope, Queen 
Elizabeth and presidents is 
different from seeing your 
first child born.” 
“What’s the difference be­ 
tween soccer in Brazil and 
America?” 
“You have to remember 
we have been playing soccer 
for many years, and in 
America 
it’s only 
really 
starting." 
At one of these question 
and-answer 
s e s si o n s, 
somebody, possibly trying to 
test Pele, asked him about a 
practice which creates more 


attention here than in Brazil. 
How come that he, a black 
man, chose to marry a white 
woman, was the question. 
One of the hosts at the 
session tried to pass over the 


query and get on to the next 
one, but Pele said he’d be 
glad to answer the question. 
“Rosie is a Brazilian,” he 
said, “and I am Brazilian. 
too.”
